KILLîXi A TiGRESS. 


ik BelMtiAiI Aniiiiiil l.oses Her Life fn a 
Vild Ka-i«*rn Jungle. 


[J. liruwn'.s "ShiLax St^ioa."] 
Myself and a brother officer reached 
during our trip a place called Marouda, 
situated ou the banks of 
a river, a 
tributary of the \Yein Gunga, if I re- 
nieinbor ri-;htly, in the Chanda district. 
We here heard that a tiger, tigress, 
and three cul)s, frequented a strip of 
jungle on the banks of the river; the 
tigress, moreover had by native reporn 
been 
raagnilied 
into a man eater, and{ 
was said to have killed a man the day 
previous to our arrival. 
This, indeed, 
proved to be the fact, but that the poor 
wretch lost his life is due entirely to 
his own carelessness and foolhardiness. 
The man in ( jUiislion had a small patch 
of cultivation bordering the cover in 
which the tiger generallylay up. 
The 
cubs in their gambols had done con- 
siderable damage to the crop, rolling 
about in it and 
breaking down the 
plants. 
In order to prevent their mak- 
ing his licld their 
pla^-ground 
the 
owner, in s]nte of being advised to the 
contrary, announced his determination 
of S'.'tting fire to the long grass at the 
edge ot tiie jungle. 
This intention he 
accordingly proceeded to carry into 
elfect, 
and bad hardly kindled the 
Hames which were to insure him from 
future damage when the tigress, which 
had been lying up within a few yarda 
of him, rusiied out and knocked him 
over, killing him almost instantaneously. 
{She, however, left him and never ate 
any of the body, as she 
would have 
done had she been a real man-eater. 
The evening of. our arrival we had 
three or tnur luiilas tied out and the 
following morning had the satisfaction 
of hearing one was killed. 
Accord- 
ingly, about 11 o'clock, we started with 
some eighty Ijcati-rs for the scene of 
action. 
The carcass of the calf had 
been dragged by the tigress into a 
small nullali that debouched into the

)iver; about half a mile farther

(juite half grown and about the size of 
big mastitis, 
coming straight toward 
nje.

out at being 
disturbed, 
and 
the 
cubs 
trotted 
after her, one of them every now and 
then stopping, 
with t>ri(!ked ears and 
gazing back toward the beater; then it 
would scamper on after its mother. 
It 
was a ])retty sylvan scene, and the sun- 
light falling 'on their sleek 
striped 
hides as they moved noiselessly over 
the dead leaves that 
carpeti.'d 
the 
ground glittered and (Quivered in fan- 
tastic rays. They came straight on for 
my post, and got within some 
ten 
yards of 
me wlien, 
with an upward 
curl of her lip and a twitching of her 
tail, that well-known sign of irritation 
wliii h always means mischief on the 
part of the 
feline race, the tigress 
stojiped to listen, and, as she turned 
her head back, 
gazing toward 
the 
beaters, I aimtid at her neck between 
its juncture with the shoulders and the 
ears and tired. 
She dropped in her 
tra-ks 
without 
a groan and 
never 
stirred. 
It seemed as if in a twinkling 
the g; ound had, as it were, been cut 
from under her legs, at the same mo- 
ment depriving her of life with the 
speed of electiicity.

death without even a twitch or mor«

MINNBAPOLTS, Minn., April 27.—The 
Northweetem 
Miller'a report of the 
crop condition says: "The cold, dry 
and backwai^d weather has been the or- 
der of the day for the past six weeks. 
Instead of steady improvement there has 
been a steady decline in the general con- 
ditions of the winter wheat crop up to 
this lime. 
The outlook on the Pacific 
slope is by no means encouraging, the 
future depending entirely upon rains. 


Illinois to-day makes the 
poorest 
showing for a crop of winter wlwatl^ 
any state in the belt and the indications 
are that the state will prove a failure so 
far as the yield is concerned, unless the 
present extreme conditions are mitigat- 
ed. Indiana has made no improvement 
since the last report and there is no 
change for the better to note in the con- 
dition of Ohio. 


The weather still keeps cold and back- 
ward in Michigan and the crop looks 
brown and unhealthy. 
Missouri shows 
nothing to-day to warrant the crop as 
large as last season, while the outlook in 
Kansas is still encouraging, yet the fact 
can not be disguised that insects have 
appeared in various portions of the state. 


CHURCH UNION. 


The Louisville Presbytery Opposed to a 
Union of the Northern and 
Southern Chnrehes. 


LomsviLLB, April 26.->The Presby- 
tery of Louisville adopted a deolaration 
concerning the union of the northern 
and southern churches, in which they 
say: "Until our northern brethren can 
see their way clear to adopt the policy 
of organizing the colored people of the 
northern states into separate churches, 
presbyteries 
and 
synods 
of 
their 
own 
and 
until 
there 
shall 
be a clearer and fuller understanding 
brought to bear upon the minds of many 
of our people in reference to their inter- 
pretation and application of those points 
of our common ecclesiastical tenets that 
now deal with secular and political 
questions, we judge that the quiet j^ace 
and prosperity of both churches will be 
best secured by ceasing to agitate or 
prosecute question of organic union, at 
[east for the present." . 


TO-MORROW'S ROW.

The Morton club contingent of the 
republican party will go through the 
formalities of holding a convention to- 
morrow afternoon to nominate a set of 
delegates to an Indianapolis convention 
that is called to select delegates to the 
republican national convention.

HABRT MARONET SUICIDES. 


The Well Known ^laeksnflth Takes an 
Overdose of Morphine and Dies 
In His Room. 


"Hairy Maroney suicided," was the 
startling news that greeted THB SBim- 
2TBI. Bepocjt^ a M " ^ o'alo^ 


It was hard to believe the statement» 
for last night he was about his usua^ 
haunts as jovial and happy as ev^w. 


Bat it was too true and the newspaper 
emissary was not slow to gaze on the 
pleasant f ^ e cf the dead t>iaoksmith as 
he lay on a couch in his room in the 
Harmon house. 


Last night, Mr. Maroney retired rath- 
er late, but in usual health, save that he 
remarked to some one: "My heart 
troubles me. I'll die with it some day." 


He was ascustomed to awake in the 
morning himself and no one called him. 
About 9 o'clock the house maid opened 
his apartment door to give the room its 
cdstomaiy attention, but seeing Mr. 
Maroney apparently asleep she retired. 


Later one of the girls heard labored 
breathing in the apartment, and looking 
in, she realized the situation and in- 
formed the household. 


Dr. Shutt came at the call and later 
Dra. Dinnen and Myeis, but their skill 
was unavailing, and at 1 o'clock, or 
later, M^^aroney died, after suffering 
;reat agol^ from 9 o'clcsk, or perhaps 
before that hour. 


Dr. Myers found in his room a bottle 
of morphine, and as it was partially 
emptied the physicians were not slow to 
pronounce it a case of poisoning. 
The 
abel was defaced and there were other 
evidences to denote suicide, but Mr. 
Maroney's friends insist it was acci- 
dental, and that his death was due to an 
overdose of morphine, takent to allay 
his heart sufferings. 


Mr. Maroney was very well known 
and if he had an enemy in the world he 
did not deserve it. He was bom in Scot- 
l&nd, of Scotch-Irish parentage. 
He 
came to this city in 1866 and opened a 
blacksmith shop. These were troublous 
times and the rivalry of the *'village 
blacksmiths" led to many fights, in 
which Maroney was rarely second best, 
for he was a fellow of fine physique and 
a handy boxer. 


One night he was waylaid and stabbed 
with a sharp file and for weeks he was 
sick abed. His sweetheart nursed him 
and on recovering he married 
her. 
Later the woman proved untrue to her 
vows and dividing his property he gave 
her half, and taking the other half him- 
self he started for Ireland and Scotland 
to hide his grief and shame and forget 
his wife's deception 


He was worth $10,000 then, but re- 
turned four years ago without a dollar. 
He opened a blacksmith shop again and 
soon built up a trade, for he was a good 
workman. He was in partnership with 
Dr. A. Dodge for a time, but mainly 
worked alone. 


His health was poor of late and he did 
little business. 


His divorced wife still lives here and 
his mother resides in Scotland. 


He was a Mason and Odd Fellow and 
will be buried from Harmony lodge 
rooms, where his body now lies, Sunday 
afternoon.

Hon. Oharles A. Munson returned 
home at noon. 
He bears evidence of a 
successful effort to shake the democracy 
of the state by the hand, but was in the 
best of spirits and not afraid to say that 
Indiana was good for the haddmmest 
kind of a democratic victory this year. 


Mr. Mim^-on is pleased with the ova- 
tion tendered him at Indianapolis and is 
justly proud of his nomination.

Governor Rnsk, of Wisconsin, makes the singu- 
lar assertion that the old slaveholders have pre- 
6erv(;d lists of their slaves and that they «»r« 
quietly waitin^'^ to claim indemnity for them when 
the Democratic party can carry both branches of 
congress aud the White House. He declares they 
would have put in then- claim by this time if they 
had hail a majority of the senate. 


This statement comes in an indirect 
manner and may never have been made, 
but if Go ernor Rusk did make it, he is 
an idiot too daufferous to be left at large 
in a peaceful commtinity. 


The war has been over twenty-three 
years. 
A new generation has been bom 
into the world and grown to the full ma- 
turity of voters vmder the constitution. 
Northern capital has been invested in the 
south to the extent, probably, of $600,000,- 
000 or |;700,000,000. 
Northern men hitve 
gone south and engaged in every con- 
ceivable kind of business. 
They are sugar 
planters, fruit growers, rice cultivators, 
cotton 
planters, timbei 
dealers, iron 
workers, cloth 
spinners, mine owners 
—everything in short that the southern 
people are—and the absolutely unbroken 
testimony of all these northern business» 
men is to the e^ect that the south is jwr- 
fectly reconciled to the results of the war; 
that it has never grieved an hour over the 
destruction of slavery; that if, by the 
mere lifliu«,' of a hand slavery could be 
restored, the hand would never be lifted: 
that, so far from expecting pay for any 
property destroyed during the war, it 
would fight any kind of a proposition 
looking that way with whatever of politi- 
cal power it possessed in congress; that it 
only asks to be believed and trusted, and 
that, whatever the rampant demagogues 
may say or do in the name of sectional 
campaig-ns aud bloody shirt animosities, 
the south merely asks to be at peace, have 
the respect of the conservative masses of 
the north, build up its waste places and 
be as faithful to the Union as brave men 
always are to whatever concerns their in- 
dividual manhood 
and their personal 
honor. 


This testimony, we say, has been borne 
by thotisands of business men—and many 
of tliein stanch Republicans at that— 
who Lavo gone south to better their for- 
tunes, aud cast in their destinies with a 
generous, open handed and hospitable 
people. 


Now, who shall be listened to with the 
most respecd.—the plain, practical, matter 
of fact business man, or the unscrupu 
lous, designing and recklessly ambitious 
politician'.'

Bhip, when, twenty-three years after the 
war, the leaders of the Republican party 
have to resort to such miserable subter- 
fuges as Rusk's subterfuge to obtain a 
hearing. 
Is the nation's future so bright 
that any party or combination of men can 
continue with impunity to goad the south, 
stick lighted splintera into it, Indian 
fashion, deride its every sentiment of 
patriotism aud make it feel in every pos- 
sible way that it is an outcast and an 
alien? We think not. The day is coming 
—and probably not so far away at that— 
when the north will want the south grap- 
pled to it with hooks of steel.—Kansas 
Citv Times.

REPUBLICAN ERRORS. 


A Beeord of C o r m p t l t t n ftvm Whieb ill« 
P a r t y W i l l N e r e r 
B c o o v e r . 


We have from time to time pointed out 
during the last fifteen years, calling upon 
the Republican party when in power to 
avoid the errors into which it has fallen 
or to correct them after these appeals had 
been neglected.

The first radical eriOT of the party, and 
one from which it has never recovered 
and from which the coimtry Inxs suffered 
more than can now be calculated, was the 
repeal of the provision of law by which 
the legal tender notes were made exchange- 
able at par, at the will of the holders of 
the notes, in interest bearing bonds of the 
United States. This false step was due to 
the mistaken notion that it would increase 
the market for the bonds, but what little 
effect it may have had in this way was 
many times outweighed by the fact that 
it left the legal tenders for more than ten 
years absolutely irredeemable in any way 
whatever, and so strengthened immensely 
the mischievous notion that they were in 
themselves money, while it at the same 
time depressed their actual value. 
The 
next radical error of the Republicans, and 
one that was contrary to all then received 
interpretation of the Constitution, was 
the amendment in 1878 to the restraip- 
tion act by which the treasury was for- 
bidden to pay the legal tender notes, and 
was compelled to reissue them and to keep 
them in circulation. 
This was in itsifc- 
Bence a complete surrender to the Green- 
back party, since it embodied in legislation 
in a time of complete peace and without 
the slightest exceptional circumstance the 
principle that congress can make money 
from paper by its naked fiat. This act 
was afterward declared by the supreme 
court to be constitutional, but it be- 
came constitutional not by the terms or 
the reasonable interpretation of the Con 
stitution, but by the decree of the court, 
which had, indeed, binding legal force, 
but which was nevertheless a complete 
perversion and violation of the Constitu- 
tion. 
Thi.s, then, was the result of Re- 
publican finance at a critical period in the 
history of the government and of the 
country, 
it is not a thing to be proud of. 
It is, on the contrary, deeply discreditable, 
and its evil elTects camiot be measured be- 
cause they cannot be limited. 
The very 
springs of 
sound 
finance 
have 
been 
poisoned, and it may well be that our 
children and their children will suffer 
from it 


This being the actual fact in regard to 
the principle by which Republican finance 
has been guided, it is not rendered any 
less discreditable by the manner in which 
the result was brought about or the mo- 
tives by which the leaders of the party 
were inspired. 
The evil has come from 
their mingled cowardice, ambition 
and 
lack of good faith. 
The act of 1878, 
which was in effect and in intent an act 
of repudiation, was due immediately to 
the desire of John Sherman, then secr»> 
tary of the treasury, to conciliate the 
Greenback element in order to secure his 
own nomination and election to the presi- 
dency. 
It was 
due 
beyond 
that to 
similar desires on the part of the Repub- 
lican managers, who felt the weakness 
shown by the party in the congressional 
elections of 1874 and the presidential elec- 
tion of 1876. 
This weakness had been 
caused by the corruption of the party, as 
shown in the Credit Mobilier and salary 
grab scandals, in the rottenness of the Re- 
publican goveniments in the south, in the 
action of congress in forcing Gen. Grant to 
abandon the reform of the civil service, 
and in the general demoralization of that 
service. 
The honest and statesmanlike 
way to overcome such weakness would 
have been to ei'adicate the corruption that 
caused it. 
Tlie method actually adopted 
was to cover up the evidences of the cor- 
ruption whore possible, and—what is per- 
tinent to the present discussion—to seek an 
alliance with the Greenback element, and 
lo sacrifice the best interests of the 
country and the honor of the party in a 
base concession to an utterly vicious 
financial policy. 
From that ignoble step 
the Reptiblicaii party has never recovered, 
and never can recover, nor can tlie govern- 
ment ever do so unless a more honest and 
a braver party shall come fully into power, 
undo the wicked work of the Republicans, 
pay the legal tender notes, and compel 
any government wishing again to apply 
the principle engrafted on the Constitution 
by the act of 1878 and the judgment of 
the supreme court to do s-- de novo.—New 
York Times (Ind.). 


A Humiliatingr Condition. 


If it be said that the Republicans have 
outgrown the shameful policy of 1878, we 
have only to look at their present position 
in the senate to see the falseness of that 
claim. 
The senate today is paralyzed by 
its action on the Plumb amendment, and 
that amendment embodies precisely the 
idea of the act of 1878, viz., that the green- 
backs are money and not debt, that they 
must not be paid but kept outstanding, 
and that if the general mass of currency— 
with the volume of which congi-ess should 
have no more to do than with the acreage 
of the wheat crop—is at any time reduced 
the amount must be made up by the issue 
of more notes. 
It is true that the Plumb 
amendment provides for notes of only a 
limited legal tender, but the idea is there. 
If the cun-eucy were a vital issue today 
the Republicans wotild be hopelessly di- 
vided on it and utterly incapable of deal- 
ing with it. 
Instead of boasting of their 
achievements, men of prominence in the 
party should be profoundly himiiliated at 
the condition to which they have brought 
the national finances.—New York Times.

In a time of complete peace and without 
the slightest exceptional rircnmstanos the 
principle that congress can make money 
from paper by its naked tat. This act 
was afterward declared by the supreme 
court to be constitutional, but it be- 
came constitutional not by the terms or 
the reasonable interpretation of the Con- 
rttution, but by the decree of the court, 
which, had, indeed, binding legal force, 
but which was nevertheless a complete 
perversion and violation of the Constitu- 
tion. This, then, was the result of Re- 
publican finance at a critical period In the 
history of the government' and of the> 
country. It is not a thing to be proud of.

and He evil effects cannot be measured be- 
cause they cannot be limited. The very 
springs of sound nuance have been 
poisoned, and it may well be that our 
children and their children will sufler 
from it.
